It has that 
many problems, enough to make 
the bang last for months.

T here’s the problem of som e­ 
how loosening up the House Rules 
Committee where Southern D em ­

Ancient Ship 


Believed Found 


By Historian 


SYDNEY, Australia (A P ) — An 
ancient wreck found off A ustralia 
may be that of the British ship 
Pandora which sank in 1791 with 
some of the Bounty m utineers. 
Author-historian Colin Roderick 


said he is 
i n c l i n e d 
to

Pandora theory by the 
v e sse l’* 
size 
and 
an 
inscription 
on 
the 
ship’s bell. The inscription reads 
“The gift of Lady Herbert, daugh­ 
ter of 
Sir 
John 
Knatchbull 
of 
Mcarchim, Hatch, in Kent, in the 
Kingdom of England, N ovem ber 
30, 1711.” 
The wreck w as found 200 m iles 
north of Cairns last month. 
The Pandora, w recked Aug. 28, 
1791, had been sent out to capture 
mutineers who defied Capt. Bligh 
of the Bounty in 1789. 
The Pandora w as returning to 
England with 14 Bounty m utineers 
when it sank 12 hours after being 
holed on a reef. 
Records indicate that the P an­ 
dora’s m aster, Capt. Edward E d­ 
wards, turned the Pandora 
into 
a hell ship for the prisoners. 
Thirty-four 
persons, 
including 
four m utineers, died in the w reck. 
Ship’s boats took 99 survivors to 
Timor.

In Court 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—Earle 
L. Reynolds, 49, a former leacher 
at Ohio's 
Antioch College, was 
guilty only of trespassing when he 
sailed into 
Eniwetok nuclear 
testing area in July, 1958. 
That was the opinion Thursday 
by the U S. Court of Appeals. The 
court reversed Reynolds’ 1959 con­ 
viction for invasion of the 390,000 
square mile Pacific test area in 
defiance of 
an Atomic 
Energy 
Commission (AEC) regulation. 
Reynolds, of Yellow Springs, 
Ohio, sailed his yacht Phoenix into 
the prohibited area after notifying 
the Coast Guard that he planned 
to do so as a protest against test­ 
ing of nuclear weapons. 
He was sentenced to two years 
in prison and placed on probation 
for 18 months of Hie term after 
being convicted by the Honolulu 
Federal District Court on Aug. 28, 
1959. 
The appeals court in San Fran­ 
cisco said the government had ob­ 
tained its cornichon under a regu­ 
lation not authorized in the act 
which created AEC,

for Ohio’s 88 sheriffs and their 
deputies are required to be the 
same under a new' state law ef­ 
fective Sunday. 
foe law actually was passed by 
the 1959 legislature, but does not 
become effective until tile begin­ 
ning of 1961. 
Mary Freeman Tinker, secre­ 
tary of the Buckeye State Sheriffs’ 
Association, says Ohio is the first 
state in the nation to require such 
uniformity by law. 
Many counties have been meet­ 
ing the new requirements for some 
time, she said, but there have 
been delays in others because of 
ordering the new items, fin ling 
funds and the like. 
Under term s of the new law 
i here’s what you can expect to see 
I in every Ohio county: 
Patrol cars with black bottoms 
and white tops, bearing an 18-inch 
five-point star on each front door 
and the four-inch letters “Sheriff” 
! on the hood and trunk. The name 
of the county also appears on the 
trunk and the number of the car, 
if an automobile numbering sys* 
I tem is used by that sheriff. 
The lettering is in gold, with 
red outlines. 


Officers themselves will wear 
black shirts, grey trousers with 
black striped on 
the side, grey 
blouses, grey hats and black coats, 
Grey ties and black shoes and 
socks. 
There will lie shoulder patches 
with the same kind of five-point 
star seen on the cruiser doors, 
and the breast badge also will be 
a five-point star. O tlyr uniform 
items 
are 
a 
hat badge, 
name 
plate, whistle with chain, collar 
pins and tie clip. 
Several sheriffs' 
departments 
have been using the police ihieid* 
type badge until now, and mary 
patches had the seal of Ohio. 
However, during investigations 
requiring secrecy, officers may 
wear street clothes and use un­ 
marked cars. 
Some counties require officers 
to pay for their own uniforms, 
and the new law does not require 
any change.

Unemployment 


Is Big Problem 


Facing Kennedy 


Economic Recovery 
By Midyear Sighted 
By Most Experts 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Presi­ 
dent-elect John F. Kennedy appar­ 
ently has inherited a recession, 
though that may be a harsh word 
for a decline as mild and brief 
as most economists now foresee. 
An immediate problem confront­ 
ing the new administration will be 
one that Kennedy foretold in the 
election campaign—serious unem 
ployment. 
However, a majority of govern­ 
ment and industry experts inter­ 
viewed for this survey predicted 
privately that recovery will he 
sighted 
by 
midyear. 
Over 
t‘ 
whole of 1961 national output and 
income should top 1960’s all time 
high. 
In severity the business dip i# 
not expected to exceed one or two 
per cent. That is, tota' production 
will not fall more than $5 billion 
to $10 billion below the peak rate 
of $505 billion annually reached 
last spring. 
In duration, it may be as brief 
as the last recession, one of the 
shortest on record The 1957 down­ 
turn began in September the up­ 
turn started eight months later 
in April, 1958. 
But the country never regained 
full employment after that reces­ 
sion, and joblessness is experted 
to be the most stubborn problem 
of this one. Unemployment prob­ 
ably will exceed five million by 
February. 
By a year from now, the econ­ 
omists believe, total output — the 
gross national produc* or value of 
all goods and services produced— 
may exceed the 1%0 peak by $10 
billion to $15 billion in annual 
rate. This means it could go as 
high as $250 billion 
A few are 
making even higher predictions 
for the final quarter of the year, 
despite the unem cloyment prob­ 
lem. 


In November Joblessness rose to 
a postwar record 
Labor Depart­ 
ment experts acknowledged that 
even if business activity does not 
weaken but merely holds even,

about the time Kennedy takes his 
oath of office. 
The 
disappointing employment 
figures for October—normally the 
best month of the year for jobs— 
were withheld until after the elec­ 
tion, although the administration 
had released them in advance in 
previous election years. 
Similarly, Kennedy and his ad 
visers pulled their puncher on the 
state of the economy, nit wanting 
to be charged with “ talking the 
country into a recession” or to be 
labeled “ prophets of gloom and 
doom” as Democrats were in the 
congressional elections of 1951 and 
1958. Kennedy told m ary crowds 
nevertheless, that the big job of 
his first six months would be tha 
of coping with unemployment. 
Part of the expectation of a re­ 
covery in the second half of 1961 
is based on a general belief that 
Kennedy 
will 
move rapidly to 
stimulate business unless reeov- 
ery signs begin to be visible very 
soon. 


Deficit spending by the govern­ 
ment is expected. This will chan­ 
nel new federal dollars into the 
economy to s u p p l e m e n t the 
stepped-up spending initiated by 
the Eisenhower administration in 
recent months. Both Kennedy and 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
committed themselves to run defi­ 
cits, if necessary, whenever anti­ 
recession measures were needed. 
If the experts are fooled and 
the slump becomes truly serious, 
Kennedy is expected to call on 
Congress Cor a temporary income 
tax reduction. That course was 
suggested two years ngo but was 
turned down by the administra­ 
tion.

financing, 
from a $13hilhon cash deficit in 
fiscal 1959 to an $8-billion cash 
surplus in the first half of calen­ 
dar 1960, pulled a big prop out 
from under business expansion.

took early steps to ease credit and 
enlarge the money supply. But the 
board’s efforts were nullified in 
part by the large deficit in inter­

payments,

phoned capital from the country, 
and interest rates did not drop as 
aharpiy as is norm al when loan 
funds are ample.
